She has already given 
lliroe dinners, followed by receptions, 
and the splendid sniles of Spencer 
llouse, which liavo been closed lor 
iiiiuiy years, owing to tlie quiet and ro- 
tiutid liubits of the last four or five 
lords, have been thronged with tlie 
iiioht brilliant assemblages London has 
Mi;en for many seasons. All the old 
Whig nobility came up to town to do 
hotiiage to their new soycreign. All 
the'foreign representatives', with whom 
JJbrcl Spencer is specially popular, and 
niOst- of ^he eminent men of letters and 
i>f every ' br-)ucb of art, weru there in 
force. It was an acknowledged tri- 
umph. 

There are many reasons which make 
the selection a happy cue. Four quali- 
tiPH are requisite for ■ saoh' a society — 
wealth, birth, beauty and brilliance. 
Liidy Spencer possesses the 6rst three, 
aftd'though the last is wanting, its ab- 
.sence is not noted on account of hcrnt- 
iniction of manner. She has the advan- 
lage, too, of having for six years repre- 
mv,,^d^Jbe,^Spver.eign., in,Dublin, where 
.she has presided over' the hospitalities 
and gaieties of the Castle with great 
success. She is of the family of the 
Marquis of Hertford, being cousin to 
the Lord Montfort of Endymion, and 
is an eminently beautiful blonde of the 
ethereal type; - ' Spencer House, looking 
over St. James' Park, is splendidly tit- 
ted to receive such assemblages as will 
be fjathered round its mistress. The 
library is the finest and the suites of 
rooms the handsomest, except those of 
Devonshire House in London. Then 
it is known that no member of Govern- 
ment, or of the Liberal party in Eng- 
land,. enjoys to so high a degree as Lord 
Spencer the confidence and affection of 
Mr. Gladstone. Lady Spencer's brother, 
Conway Seymour, was in this country 
for some time in 1861 as Queen's Mes- 
senger, and is pleasantly remembered 
in some of our be.st New York houses. 

The elevation of Lady Spencer 
brings us naturally back to the first re- 
cognized Queen of Society ; for, though 
beautiful women,oneof Disraeli's great 
levers, exercised influence in every 
reign, and were dominant in that of 
Charles 11, Georgiana, Duchess of 
Devonshire, was the first Queen of So 
ciety. She was of the house fif Speii 
cer, a daughter of the first earl. The 
story of her beauty, of her charm of 
manner andoif her devotion to. Fox and 
Whig forlunesthrough their long period 
of desolation, are familiar. 

She was followed by Z^nobia— Lady 
Jersey — who reigned from Berkeley 
Square, whosii "high, but somewhat 
ungentle, beauty," as Lord Houghton 
well describes it, Laurence has trans- 
mitted to posterity.

She was Queen of the Tories who 
repudiated Huskisson and Palmerston, 
and hud a thorough conviction that she 
could regulate political events accord- 
ing to her caprice. Toward the close 
of her reign the Marchioness of Lon- 
donderry divided her throne, provoking 
a bitter mutual jealousy and hatred. 
Perrot, the celebrated chief of Holder- 
nesso llouse, whom Court d'Orsay re- 
garded as the greatest artist of the ilay, 
contributed much to Lady Londonderry 'h 
success. Lady Jersey and Lady Lon- 
donderry had each two lovely daughter.^, 
rivals of the hour. Of these Lady Jer- 
sey's eldest, Lady Clementina, the most 
beautiful and brilliant of the four, died 
suddenly, unmarried and in lovo with a 
young clergyman who had been her tu- 
toi*. The second, Lady .Adela, ran 
away from Brighton with an officer of 
the 11th Hussars, Captain Ibbetson, 
provoking the deadly anger of her 
mother, who never afterward si)oke t 
her. Lady Londonderry was more f*'- 
tunate with her two daughters. L^ly 
Frances married the then , Marqt^' of 
Blandford, now Duke of Marlbo>>ugh 
and her name is memorable in ^'nne- 
tion with the relief of Irish 'str^-

Route. 

(UxrUuive to The Colonist.) 

Ottawa, April 8. 
Orders have boon Bont to British Coluni- 
umbia 'to tKo engineora to procood to tho 
HowBo Pa88,i,tnmediatoly. Should thesur- 
voyS provo sakiBfactory the rp^ile via Yol- 
lowhead Pass will bo abandoned. A lino 
viti Howse Pais would approach in some 
places within 20 miles of the boundary 
lino and rtin through a fertile country 
which would be immediately open to ast- 
tlenient. Kaniloops will bo tho common 
centre whether tho lino be carried via 
Vellowhcad or through Ho\v.iq Piiaa. Em- 
inent engineers have urged upon tho gov- 
ornmont tho importance of changing the 
route, as a saving of 200 miles of railway 
will bo affected by it. Should the new 
route be adopted tho eoonoiiiy will be so 
great that the Dominion Government 
gould then proceed to the erection of tho 
ahovb ijno on Yancouver Island without 
further taxing the revenue.^ of the Do- 
minion. 

Tho Epizootic. 

Many horses are recovering. Two only 
have died. Others are just catching tho 
prov.-viling epidemic.

SirM. B. iVy/iiV, ( •../.— lu thia ca.so wo 
are all agreed that thoro must bo a re- 
coivor and an injunctinn, substantially, as 
asked by tho plaiiitili'. Wo have not 
therefore thought it nocess.ai'y to state 
separately the grounds for our opinions. 
And in tho following observations I must 
bo taken, so far as particular argunienta 
are concerned, to bo .speaking for myself 
alono, In tho i-esiilt and tho com.-hulinc; 
suggostion.s wo aro all agreed. 

This is an action commonccd uiulor tho 
following circumstances: Tliero wore throe 
brothers, David, Isaac and Godfrey Op- 
ponheimer, partners. Godfrey died 21st 
Deo. last, leaving tho defondant.s David 
and Isaac him surviving; also, tho de- 
fendant Lima Oppenheimor, liis widow 
and executrix. David and Isaac con- 
tinued tho busiuoaa; but on tho 22nd 
March they exocuted a dood of assignment 
of all their property in trust for all' their 
creditors who sliould como in and oxccuto 
that deed witliin two montlis, and stipu- 
lating that as to all such creditors it 
sliould bo taken :\h a full disohargL' of 
theirdemamls; st ipulatiug, also, f(jr two 
sums of ^oOO to be rolaiucd for eacli of 
them, David and Isaac, with roferonco, 
probably, to tho Homestead Law, which 
osompls §500 worth of a debtor's' assets 
from execution. Tho defendants Green 
and Sargison aro the trustees named in 
tlio deetl. On tlio 24tli iMarch the plaiu- 
titls, suing on behalf of tliomsolves and 
all tho other, creditors of tho Messrs. Op- 
penheimor, commonccd an action against 
tho tcustoes and against David and Isaac, 
and on tho same day Mr. Justice Creaso 
made an ordor in that action for a rec(;iv- 
er of all tho partuorshii) aa.sots. Against 
this ordor tho defendants, tho trustees, 
appealed; and both tho writ and the on- 
dorsement having boon in tho meantime 
imporlnntly varied— in particular by add- 
ing Lina Oppenheimor ds''ti^doferidant, 
and by adding ondorsomonts aimed at tho 
floparato estate of Godfrey — tho whole 
matter han been brought before us by w.iy 
of rehearing; but in fact wo have had to 
consider it as an original application for a 
receiver under tho altered stato 'of the 
pleadings. 

A great deal of argument on both sides 
was addressed to tho validity of tho deed 
of nsai.i;nmont of tho 22nd March. Tho 
limitation of the two months within which 
creditors were to accede, or bo debarred, 
(practically); tho reservation of §1000 out 
of tho estate; the stipulation for tho ab.so- 
luto discliurgo of tho debtors, wore roliod 
on as unjust and in fraud of a debtor's 
liability, and thoreforo of tho creditors' 
rights, and it was agreed that tho deed was 
thus void under tho stat. 13 Eliz. ^ It was 
alleged, moreover, to bo bad under tlio 
Provincial Act No. 10 of 1880. On tho 
other side it was contended that that Pro- 
vincial Act No. 10 wa.1 ultra virci and 
void, and could not invalidate tho doed, 
and that by tho statute 13 Elizabeth not 
every delay, defeat, &o., could affect a 
doed, but only fraudulenl delay, the mere 
delay, &c,, being- no fraiul; that tho reser- 
vations for the benefit of the debtors were 
reasonable and proper — and that tlioro 
was nothing fraudulent in making pro- 
vision for tho satisfaction of some crodi- 
tora (viz; tho.ie who should come in under 
tho dood) to tho exclusion of others — 
there boiug now no Bankruptcy Act, and 
so no doctrine of fraudulent preference. 
The consideration of all those questions 
has caused us some debate and discussion; 
but after some time thus occupied wo are 
all of opinion that it is at present, at all 
events, promaturo to decide on tho 
validity of the deed, and that the present 
application must bo decided on other 
grounds. 

Tho objections to a receiver woto 
strongly urged during argument; tliat the 
plaintiff has no specific estate, or lion or 
property of any description in tho nssots 
which he ooeks to placo in the hands of a 
receiver; that tho trustees have a good 
legal title with which the Court, in the 
oxerciso of its equitable jurisdiction, will 
not intorforo; that, at all events, on the 
original application there was'no fiduciary 
relation of any description between tho 
plaintiti'i and any of tho defendants. If 
thoy claimed as costinsquo trust 
at all tlioy must claim under 
tho dood; thoy must therefore aflinn 
it and seek to have .its trusts 
put in execution; instead of which thoy 
stigmatize it as fraudulent and void; so 
that there is no trust to bo carried out, 
for a trading debtor is i\ot in any sense a 
trustee for his oroditora. And it was urged 
that no caao could be found in which the 
Court had directed accounts and directed 
a receiver <((/ ui^cri))), unless there wo^? 
some fiduciary relation between plain'"'' 
and defondiUits. 

It may bo admitted, that bofC tlie 
Judicatiiro Acta there would h.r° 
great difficulty in interfering, ^lowover, 
we have to consider, not thec,-:'"'''^it8 ood 
on tho 24th March, on the oj-gniid applica- 
tion, but as itstandsamend'd now;nor un- 
der tho old system of juusprudonco, but 
imder tho system initi.it«d by the joint 
efforts of Lord Cain« and Lord belborno. 
Although there war never, in this pro- 
vince .at least, norcould be, a cond.ct of 
jurisdiction (sine there has never been 
but one Court) -hero was novortheleas a 
conflict of motlods, and a quasi incapacity 
to give any roltof except on plea-lings aptly 
framed fur procuring .^uch relief an incapa- 
city, e.g. to give equitable rohrf on ji'oacl- 
inga in the common law f(n-m.s, n- 'U dis- 
putes-" sounding in dauiagos. -VH t hese 
mechanical obstructions uvo pvept away 
now that there in but one nn'nt'uy torm 
of action, and that full pow/\liavo been 
placed in our hands to bc;«od in our di.s-

But, we aro told, this jurisdiction is 
still to bo exorcised on tho old linos, and 
tho old principlos; And this expression, 
though it is" in oho Senso triio, contains 
such ambiguity that I "hall say a fow 
words in explanation. The short view of 
the Judicature Act is this: There aro no 
longer he:ml tho empty phrases about 
a fusion of law and equity, which ho long 
had deluded law reforinors. _ Tho two 
groat ohancellora were perfectly' decided. 
And hovortholess a complete compromiso 
has been olToctod. They wore ready to 
sacrifico every title and epithet known in 
tho Cliancory Courts. Tiiey woro roso- 
luto to maintain tho substance. Under a 
complete change of noraohclaturo, thoy 
preserved and established ovorywhoro, 
comploto and intact, tho whole •"prindiljlos 
and procedure of these Courts; nnd whero- 
over the old common law i)ractico and 
principle.-i ditiered from tho Uhancory, tho 
latter aro to prevail. That is really, in 
this province, tho wholo chango introduc- 
od by tho Judicature Act.s. The voice is 
tho veico of tho common law, but the 
hands aro tho hands of tho Court of Chan- 
cery. 

Now, so far back as 1833, in tho case of 
Wilkiiis(ni vj. Ilondoraon (1 M. & K 582) 
tho M. R. (Sir .T. Loacii) did on tho gen- 
eral principles of equity sustain a bill by 
a joint creditor against tho executor of a 
dead partner, ami the surviving partner 
'of a trading firm, for the taking of tho t^c* I 
counts at the time of death; and that al- 1 
though the surviving partner was alleged, 
and not denied, to bo perfectly solvent. 
It was admitted by dofondant's couiL-ielin 
tlnit case, in arf.;uinont, that tho prnprir>ty 
of the bill could not have been challongod 
if tho surviving partner had boon insol- 
vent. That case followed tho principles 
laid down by Sir Wm. Grant in Dwaynos 
vs. Noblo, 3 Mcr. 539. It has boon repeat- 
edly citoci and followed, down to the latest 
edition of Lindloy on Partnership, and is 
quite boj',ond; question liore. It shows 
that a. joint creditor of a firm, ono of 
whose partners is dead, ui.ay sustain a bill 
against the. executor of tho dead partner, 
and tho surviving partner, ovon if solvent,' 
to have tlio account.? taken. Every cir- 
cumst.-jiico in tho present case is stronger 
than it was there, in favor of outortaiuiiig 
the jurisdiction. The surviving partners 
))rofe.s3 to be not solvont, and allege tlint 
they have executed a creditor's deed; 
whether valid or not I do not stay to in- 
quire. Non-solvent partners, and their 
voluntary assignees, cannot surely, as 
against a joint creditor, occupy a inoro 
favorable position, as regards their 
right to hold and dispose of tho assets, 
than a solvent, continuing partner, entire- 
ly mi Juris, conducting a still going con- 
corn. Now WHkimon v. Henderson ahovia 
that oven in the latter caso tho plaintiff is 
entitled to an account; which means in a 
court of equity not only a statement and 
proof of tho p.artnerahip accounts, but 
piiyuient of any balance, which may bo 
due, .'Vnd wo think that tho prosont 
plaintitls, especially as thoy suo on behalf 
of all creditors, have the same rights here. 
But in every caso in which the former 
court of chancery had jurisdiction, tho 
granting of an injunction (and a Receiver 
is merely a nioro stringent form of in- 
junction) was always in tho diacrotiou of 
the court : a discretion to bo exercised of 
cotir.so .according to fixed principles; and 
notwithstanding tho strong osprossions 
used by somo judges in llie English courts 
I am 1 noli noil to think that tho same 
principles aro to bo followed under tho 
.fiidicatiu'c Acts, so far as thoy aro nowcapa- 
blo of being applied. Now what .aro those 
principles ; Pirst of all the subject mat- 
tor must have fallen within ono of .Lord 
Ilcdcsdale's celebrated ninefold division. 
Next, there must have boon a bill 
properly framed, instituted in the court 
of chancery. Their, tliere must have been 
a case, .showing tho right of tho plaintiff 
to call for the relief prayed, and tho utility 
iioni his point of view) this extraordina- 
ry relief, if granted; that it.,^yould proba- 
bly bo useful as a security to him; and 
beyond that, tho court would take into 
consideration tho balance of convinionce 
and inconvenience to all-tho parties. Of 
these principles it is clear that tho first 
two, in respect of which tho cpurt would 
in 1833 have boon the mcst jealous, aro 
now quite swept away. In iho very case 
above cited Sir J. Loach is careful to 
point (jut that as rcgari's any demands 
ag.aiiibt tho surviving partner, thoy woro 
to bo pursued at law that is ho would 
doubtless liavo i,xpUinod, in anotlior 
court, with other jirisdiction and remo- 
dioa, with which oi' p|^'nciplc, ho could not 
interfere. ThatpivHciploisnowgone. More- 
over, ho woul^l'liayo.said, in answer to 
any ajiplicatiov for a rocoivor in that caso 
that there w-'i no bill filed, aptly framod 
for such a iurpo.se, and bringing tho sol- 
vent pa)«iior witliin Lord Rcdesdslo's 
rules, i'hat "principle" is now equally 
exph>t^d. Tliero is no longer any princi- 
p)o iliich prevents any court from grant- 
in, an injunction, eitlier because tho Bub- 
i,ct matter is not such as Lord Rodos- 
dalo defines, or because no proper bill, or 
no bill at all, has boon filed, But the 
other principles upon which an injunction 
or receiver will be' granted remain, I ap- 
prehend, very much where they woro. 
riio princijilcs of abstention and selection 
— liic'principles on which t lie topics and, 
as it were, tho geographical limits, were 
fixod for tho exorcise of this jurisdiction, 
have bcon much changed and enlarged; 
but tho principles on which tho court acts 
within tho wider limits are tho samo as 
tliuse on which the court of chancery act- 
ed within its narrower limits. 

As instancos of this oxtonsion of juris- 
diction, I m.ay mention Shaw vs. Earl of 
J LTsey (4 C. P. D. 123) where an injunction 
was granted against a landlord distr.-vining 
torrent. IVie Ampihill (5 Fvoha,to Divi; 
sion 220) where a receiver was appointed 
by ono co-owner against another. Thomas 
vs. Willktms (M Ch., Division 173) 
whore a libel injurious to plaintiirs pro- 
pcity was restrained by injunction. Anglo 
Italian Ilaiil- vs. /Jai'iM,whero it was do- 
'cidod that an injunction would lio oithor 
before or after judgement. Those are but a 
veryfewofthocaseswhich tho forinercourt 
of chancery would havo alleged, on prin- 
ctpk, to bo quito beyond its province, 
but which aro within tho empire of the 
prosont high oourc; acting, within its em- 
pire, on tho samo enlightened principles 
uf justice and expediency which guidod 
tho former court of chancery within its 
former restricted limits. ','\ . 

Tho jointcreditorsof tho three beingalso 
oreditor.s of the aovoral estate of Godfrey, 
have a right to insist upon the amount of 
that estato boing tiscertained, and applied 
ill payment of their olaira3.,-.i Buf' the 
nmouiit of his soparato shiiro'on'tho ^Ist 
of Uecombor eannot bo ascertained with- 
out taking all tho partnership accounts 
nnd gottmg all tho partuorahip liabilities 
as on that day. When that is dona.God-r

And it is'f^rae'itliat.one part- 
ner is not (u-opuriy a trustbo for another, 
ainco tho legal estate and power over the 
re3 is vested in oach,at least for partnership 
purpoaos. But thoy stand in a fiduciary 
relation to eacli other, just aa much .as 
guardian and ward, parent and 
child, ifec. Tho rWccfu.sjjsMonre, thowier- 
ri?»« Jides of tho civil law; is fully adopted 
by and is a pai-t Of our own law; and con- 
stitute a tlduciary relation, enabling tho 
representatives, (U- tho oreditor.j, of a do- 
coa.sed partner to follow tho assets in tho 
hanils of a surviving partner, at least 
whore ho is insolvent. Ihoro is hero on 
the whole ca30,thoreforo,a high probability 
that'itho^iplaiiitiffs'win'at tho hearing ob 
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tain somO -"relief! ^ Lina' c'oiild certainly 
havo tho accounts takon and distribution 
made ; and so, thoreforo, may tho 
plaintiffs, to avoid circuit.v of action. 

lind then, as regards tho utility to tho 
plaintiffs of granting this application, wo 
think thoro is no doubt. It is ancillary 
merely- to' the relief prayed; The t rade rs 
themselves,' by making tliis assignment, 
have shown that in their opinion this pro- 
perty is more aafoly and coiivouiently, for 
all parties, lodged in other hands tliaii 
their own, The creditors, so far a» wo 
can judgo, unauiirioiisly doairo it; and wo 
think tl'.at conimon ptildencu dirocrs the 
same coursa. -ThOn/as to tho balance of 
iucunveiiionco, 'wo ' should probably re- 
quire a very clear caso of danger aiid mis- 
conduct before wo would interfere with 
the possession of a solvent partner con- 
ducting a going ooncoriii and-tako tho ns- 
sots out of his iiunda, .though we should 
not hcsitato to do so in''ariy^^6i)s case of 
extra vagftnde-<ir'*miscdttduotr ■Thoro are 
abiindaht pi'o&Sdohts (o'r appointing a por- 
son to innnagB ,as wull as to receive. But 
hero, all business is stopped. Tho surviv- 
ing partners liavo themselves appointed, 
in fact, a receiver of thoirov/n nomination. 
There can bo no hiicduliip or loss inllioii'd 
on thorn. Thoy, indeed,. disclaim all in- 
teresfin the aBsatep'Whiioli- they -allege to 
bo insiifflciont for tho payment of credi- 
tors, and tho present application is made 
merely bocauac the creditor.s wish to havo 
a receiver of their own appointment. We 
think that this is reasonable. But in or- 
dor to placo tho matter clearly in the 
hands of the,creditors generally, wo shall 
slig)itlyi:^Ai^>t}io:.ordor.-mado ,hy Mr. Jus- 
tice ?3reliso. -• -Wo pfoposo to con- 
tinue tho . injunction against tho 
defendants and overy of them, from 
dealing in any manner with any of tho 
assets or parling with such portion as m.ay 
bo in. thoir hands, except to tho Rccei\ or 
to bo .tppointed. by this court. Declare 
th.at a Rccoivor ought to be appointed to 
got in, collect, &o. — hot to manago. Re- 
fer it to tho judge in cliambors toaoloctimd 
appoint a Uoceiver, to bo elected by 
creditors gonorallj', and then apijointud if 
approved by tho judgo. Either of the 
present trusteo.s to bo at liberty to be pro- 
posed and appointed. There is really no 
whisper against thorn — they have been 
selected probably by the other defend- 
ants on account of thoir good reputa- 
tion. Receiver to give security in 
an amount to bo fixed in chambcra; bond 
with two approved aurotic3,to be settled if 
necossaiy 'by tho judgo. Costs of all p.ar- 
ties out of tho estato. -^Liberty to apply. 

Boforo drawing up the'oi'dori'it may bo 
necessary further to amend both tho writ 
and thu endorsements. Tho writ, by except- 
ing from the plaintift'ssucli creditors — 1 be- 
lieve, two, as have executed tho deed, and 
adding them as defendants; the endorso- 
monta, so as to bring them more in 
correspondence with tho statutory forms. 
A substantial departure from those f.irnis 
should not, I think, be oncouragod. The 
vory first of tho statutory common on- 
dorsenicrAta appcars-very well suited, with 
somo trivial additions, for the present 
case. ' It is surely lunusuul, and there ap- 
pears liero no necessity,' to claim a receiv- 
er by tho ondoraomont on tho writ; and 
not only so, but to claim that a particular 
poison may bo appointed; which is part of 
the present ondorscnient. The claim of 
areci)iver may very properly bo first made 
in the statcinont of claim, which is analog- 
ous to the old bill in equity.^ .jAnd tho 
selection of a proper person is hiubh more 
convonioiitly mado in chiimbera after tho 
gouoral question, that there shall bo a ro 
ceiver, has been decided. Tliero may 
doubtless be many occasions where oxpo- 
ditiim is necessary; and this m.ay havo been 
such an occasion; but the consideration 
of a proper parson can-be* immediately 
'proceeded with after tho general question 
is decided; and to apply in the first in- 
stance that a particular person bo appoint 
ed wouldofton oinbarass theconsidcr.ition 
of tho general question. 

It would, bo^'cry, convenient if the 
order noWitojbe' madei--,cbuld:embody an 
order fdP- the •adlriinistriilion df« the estate 
of tho doceasqd Godfrey; andforihe asccr 
tidning the amount of hi.s share, which 
can only bo after taking tho partuorshii) 
account at tho tilno of the di3Solnci<m; 
and in taking Ihoni, it ni;iy bo proper that 
directions should bo given to follow thu 
assets into tho hands of tho surviving 

Sirtners;to ascertain iilao his creditors, &c. 
ut this can. only be db'ho at the hearing, 
unless b^cqnsent j^hisiho taikon as the 
hearing.

Tha boy Muntaro was put into tho wit- 
ness box. Uis honor asked him his ago. 
Tins he did not know. Neither did he 
know the nature of an oath. When asked 
what church ha attended ho replied it was 
tho Reform church, (laughter.) He was 
at Joe Lovy's with Morris; went there 
w.ith cigars and held tho liorse while IVIor- 
ri.s went in; no person had told him what 
to say. 

His honor said there was a doubt in his 
mind about tho matter; tho evidence was 
not very ' dear.; and he ; Would thoreforo 
dismiss the' sum'ihdns. 

Ah Chin was brought up for soiling 
goods without license and pleaded guilty. 
Fined §10, §2 c-jsts and §20 license. 

W. H. Adams was charged by Oflioor 
Walsh with driving a horse anil wagon 
faster than a walk over Jamos Bay 
bridge. 

Dofondant pleaded guilty. Tho horso 
was trying to run away and ho did his 
best to huKl hiiu in. Pined 82.50. 

Captain Samuol Yoo was charged with 
running tho barquts Signet aground on 
Siiiitira Ibland, W. T., and for being 
drunk, on Slat December, 1880. 
'Mr. Pollard appoarod for the .prosecu- 
tion and stated that there' wore three wit- 
nessed on board tho Signet whom the 
ciiptaln would not allow to appear with- 
out being siibpcoanaed. He wa.s ready to 
go on with tho caso so far as tho witness- 
es in court would permit. 

Mr. Jackson who appeared for the de- 
fense said that Captain Yoo had giv- 
ing pormission to all the men that could 
bo spared to como .ashore. There woro 
but three men left on board the ship and 
thoy could not bo spared; but aa laborers 
had just gone t>n board, the men could 
now como ashore. 

Mr. Pollard read tho iinfurmation and 
referred to tho Dominion Act under which 
the charge was laid. ' ' • 

His honor .asked Mr. Jackson whethor 
he agreed to tho auction under which the 
caso was brought. 

Mr. Jaoksini .said ho would not agroo to 
anything. 

Mr. Pollard then slated he would bring 
the case under tho Merchant's Shipping 
Act. 

His honor was not suro that ho Inad 
power to try this misdemeanor, as there 
were somo misdemeanors that he had not 
power to try. ' r; 

After some discussion the case was' pro- 
ceeded with. 

John Fussoll, sworn — Was steward on 
board tho barque Signet; romembcrod tho 
31st day of Docombor last; got up at ■l 
a.m. on that moriiing; went on deck and 
heard a row aft; the ship was then insido 
Capo Flattery; there were holloaing, 
bawling and fighting going on; saw the 
captain, beastly drunk and fighting with 
tho chief. cilficer; Johns, tlio. chief otficor, 
was down under tho ladder and the cap- 
tain was on top of him and was punching 
him; captain called the mate an old 
woman and other ill names; went to tho 
captain and asked him what ho was doing; 
just thon the pilot camo alongside and 
enquired what bar.jue that was; tho an- 
swer was, "tho barque Signet, bound for 
Victoria;" tho mato gave tho man at the 
wheel an order; witness (in pantomime) 
describetl tho actions of the captain who 
was standing near tho wheel, and struck 
at the mate and told the man to mind 
him (tho captain) and not the mate; tho 
mate said "I have get yon now, you 
wanted mo to broach the cargo didn't youl 
but I will not do it for you; I'll get clear 
of you;" witness then left antl went to hi.i 
duties; this occurred between -1 and 5 
o'clock; remembered tho c.apt.ain coming 
on dock at 7:20; he called the mato to 
him to tho door of tho main cabin and 
said "what did you mean b\' insulting me 
this morning, Air. Johns /" the mate told 
him that it was forjiis own good;' the 



captain "tliero is land ahead, ytui wi 
on it presently"; captain said it wa.s not 
land; this was abouthalf i^tscven on the 
evening of tlio old 'year;''icaptain said it 
was fog on tho water and presently she 
struck; she went on vory lightly; tho men 
woro on the foreyard stowing tho foresail; 
a man named Cox sung out, "lay down, 
boys, Lay down, she's ashore and wo shall 
all be drowned"; the captain said "lower 
down tho topsail"; witness ran and lot 
go the topsail halyard himsolf; thon went 
to the port side of the main deck and 
lent a hand with tho In-aces; tho ship re- 
mainod on tho laud about ten minutes; we 
then backed her off and she thumped on 
her keel as she rdowed oil"; did not sco 
much more for witness wont to bed; tho 
captain of tug boat came alongside again 
.and said that ho would go and get coal 
and come back for the ship;' told tho cap 
tain so, but lin denied it; tho captain was 
drunk when tho .ship went ashore; ho was 
not sober from 4 a.m. on tho 31st Dec. to 
8 a.m. on the 1st Jan. ; on tho first day of 
tho now year the ship was off .Smith's 
Island. . 

Cross-examined by Mr. Jackson-.-Thc 
mate was a t.all man but not powerful ; 
tho captain was not drunk till he mado 
tho land on tho 31st December; did' not 
know how long tho captain had been on 
tho deck; the caidain was up tho day pre- 
vious; could not .say what time ho wont 
to bed; did not know anything about the 
captain from 8 o'clock Wednesday even- 
ing to 4 o'clock Thursd.ay morning; it was 
misty when tho tugboat Pilot came within 
500 yards; tho captain was very drunk at 
the time; spoke in a mufllod sort of way 
(hero witness described tho captain''* 
actions in pantoniimo to tho great amuse- 
montof the spectators) had not charge of 
all tho stores; tho captain had charge of 
them; on the 21st witness took out a bot- 
tle of brandy for tho captain; the captain 
had two cases of spirits under his bed ; 
this w.aa juat after breakf.ast; the cargo 
referred to by thu mato w-as spirits; had 
seen tho captain lako brandy; it • was oU 
the Horn and pretty cold; often saw the 
cnptftin with, a bottle in liia hand; never 
saw him drunk except on tho 31st Docom- 
bor. 

Mr. Jackson— It was about 7 o'clock 
hi tho morning when tho tug Pilot liailod 
you ? 

Witness— No, no, you jumped at the 
hour (laughter). It was about D o'clock; 
gave the officers their breakfast about '5 
o'clock; the captain was on the poop and 
vory drunk, sitting with his feot OTsr the 
water, when tho ship p.aasod Race Rocks; 
aha went well up on tho land; but the 
ground was soft; I did not hoar tho cap- 
taid say " 'bout ship;" she was on. about 
tun minuton; did not know what depth of 
water there was; there were no soundings 
while tho ship was aground; the ship slid 
offinto deep water; could not say how 
long it w.as after tho ship grounded bo- 
fore soundings were taken, but it was 
more than five minutes from tho time the 
ship struck; witness applied to the cap 
tair.i for his discharge twice: the reason he 
wanted a discharge was on account of tho 
captain 8 intemperate habits; - after th%: 
new year had seen the: captain drunk 
often, more than 20 times. 

Counsel for plaintiffs objected to this 
modo of cross-oxiuninatiijii of witness and 
a sharp discussion occurred. 

Witness did not know that Gapt. Yeo 
was drunk mor^ than five times at Welch, 
Rithet & Co.'s wharf. 

Another sharp discussion occurred 
about tho evidence of witnesses and the 
clerk's notes woro referred to. Mr. Jack- 
son disputed thoir accuracy and appealed 
to the bench. Finally tho learned coun- 
sel sat down and said ho would ask he mure 
questions. 

Witness at tho close of his ovidcnco 
stated that he had nothing against the 
ship, only against tho captain; he did not 
consider his life safe under him. 

To Mr. Jackson — Had not applied to 
his solicitor for payment of his wages only 
on conditions. 

In answer to tho court witness said ho 
had been on tho Signot nine months under 
Capt. Yeo; had never seen him drunk bo- 
foro tho 31st of December. 

Honry Cox sworn — Belonged to the 
barque Signot; was discharged about two 
weeks .ago for not being able to do duty 
any more ; remembered sighting Cape 
Flattery light about 7 o'clock on tho even- 
ing of tho 30th Deoornbor; had the watch 
that night; saw a disturbance on dock on 
tho morning of tho 31st; tho mate was 
forward on tho lookout; ho camo aft and 
told tho man at tho wheel to put it hard 
down; the captain said tho man should 
put the wheel s'os he (the captain) told 
him; the niatb said: if you go on deck you 
will havo tho ship .ashore; tho captain 
then came up and Itnockod the mate down 
under tho laddor;^aftorwards th» tug camo 
alongside and the captain of tho tug said 
he could not tow the ship as he had to go 
for coal; tho captain then went below and 
afterwards came o^tho poop; the ship was 
steering iit tho time past-half-north; the 
captain ordered tho man at the wheel to 
lull the vessel up to tho American shore; 
tho captain was drunk at tho time he 
knocked tho mato down; had never seen 
him so drunk boforo; saw tho captain fall 
down throo times before getting off tho 
poop on the morning, of the Slst Decem- 
ber; tho water 'vas'smooth at tho time; ra- 
inemborccl a conversation between the 
captain of tho Signet and tho captain of 
the tug boat; the captain of tho Signot 



mate said the captain would have had thtrh>u-heii tho tug boat returned had forgotten 
ship on shore if he had not. given his ^ho previous conversation ; witness spoke 

to the detcndant tolling him that tho tug 
boat had i^ne up',for coal, but he had no 
reciillcctioif of having signalled the tug 
boat; on the mornin." of tho Slat at about 
2 o'clock tho tug boat was hailed; tho de- 
fendant said ho was bound for Victoria; 
this was just after tho row botwoen the 
captain and tho mato; the captain of thu 
tug boat said as soon as he throw off his 
tow he would ..,cp.me alongside; did 
not notice that tho captain was drunk at 
2 a.m ; shortly after 3 o'clock the captain 
was drunk; on tho evening of tho 31st;

Crdss^oxamilied by Mr. Jackson-— The 
ciiptain was very drunk whon ho knocked 
tho mato down; had been in the hospital;

to go to sea in tho ship with another cap- 
tain; thoy need not go' with a drunken 
captain; they did not kno'W what tho rate 
of wages was in Victoria; witness got §13 
por month as an .ablo Roainan; uaw tin; 
captain drunk aoveral times; there w;is 



orders; was very near the ,j rocks atthe, 
same time ; the captain' then 
menced swearing at him and calling him

His Worship— Was this the second 
time. 

Witness — Yea, bir. Wo will havsS a 
light with him directly.

Mr. Pollard asked that the ciiptain

Mr. Jackson had ho" objection to pro- 
dnco tho log; but ono pago had been torn 
out by tho mato and ho had no doubt 
much would bo made of it by tho opposing 
counsel. He wished to make that explana- 
tion. 

John Anderson sworn-^-Was carpenter 
on board the barque..; Signot; had bja'e^ 
nine months with the ship. 

■ Witness oithor did not or would not 
understand tho questions put to him by 
tho prosecuting counsel. He did not 
know whero tho .ship w.as on the 31st of 
December. r.^ 

In roplj^ to the Court witn^a ^said he 
was born in Sweden- andr'dia-%8t^ under- 
stand much English. He was accordingly 
removed, 

Adolph Northbog sworn — Was a Dane 
and had boon on board tho Signet fornino 
months as an A, B. seaman. The witness 
corroborated previous witnesses. 

To the Court — Had never seen the cap- 
tain drink before the Blat I^cember; had 
met and spoken to Cox siiico -tomfng to 
Court; was at tho hospital with four 
others. 

Potor Johnson, sworn — Was born in 
•>wedon; was an A. B. soaraan on barque 
Signot; and corroborated evidence of pre- 
vious witness. 

Mr. Pollard hero statod that thoro was 
a man in goal named Goorgo Anderson _ 
who was at tlio holm when tho ship' 
struck and ho wished to havo him ex- 
amined. Tlio man was accordingly sent 
fur. 

Anderson was sworn but nothing was 
elicited. Witness stated that after the 
•ship went;.iiishore and got off again the 
captain said to him "ifyor will bo my 
■"i-ipurl I w'ill bo yours .as lung aa wo aro on 
board." 

On cross examination witness said that 
the ship passed Raco Rucks at o'clock 
the evening of 31st Dec. 

Council ifur prosecution endeavored to 
shoiv that it was not Ea.e Bocks light 
that the witness saw at that time. 

To the Court — Tho captain was drunk 
onco on tho 'pasaago out; know that the 
wages liure wa.s §3(3 per month. 

'I'ho log book of the Signet was put in 
as evidence for the prosecution and closed 
the caso for that sido. 

Capt. Ohristensou' of tho tug Pilot was 
thon sworn — Spoke the bar.juo Signot 
just outside tho striii s about 4 a.m. on tho 
3l5t December; hailed the ship and was 
answered that ha was from Canada 
bound for Victoria; hailed him again 
about 5 a. m. toolt tho voito to bo the 
amo both times: it was perfectly clear; 
the barque was about throe miles off Noah 
Bay; tho weather was thick; thoro is no 
buoy shown on tho chart from Race 
"Rocks up to Dungcnoas; heard of a looso 
buoy being picked up afterwards; it is 
usual to give llaco Rocks a wide berth; 
in his opinion a vessel could notgo ashore 
and in get off in ten minutes. 

Cross-examined — If a ship got fairly 
aground she could not bo got off again 
in ten minutes, if aho just touched and 
tho tide ri.-.ing ahe might get off in that 
tide; took it to bo tho captain's voico- on 
iioth occiaioiia; tho wind- was- blowing 
hard and it w.as foggy. 

Wm. Ettcrahank sworn; was a pilot; 
brought tho barque Signet into Esquimalt 
on tho 2nd Jan.; the captain was the first 
man ho spi ku to; went on board at 2 p. 
m.; tho captain did not appear to liavo 
boon drinking; n<ithing was said about 
tho barquo running ashore; the 'oapfcaih 
told witness that ha had anchored "at 
Smith's Island; there was no' buoy in tho 
strait from Cape Flattury to Race Rocks; 
heard of ono being picked up about tho 
31at Deoornbor; tho Prineoss Royal came 
in on tho same night and sho wont up as 
far as Dunguncas several miles further up 
than Smith's Island; did not think it pot< 
sible for a ship to go ashore and get off 
again in ten minutes 

Capt. G. C. Walkor deposed that tho 
barque Signet had no appearance of hav- 
ing gone ashore; there havo been instances 
of sliipa touching ground and getting off 
again in a fow minutes; a loaded : vessel 
could hot go ashoro on Smith's ;^lB!^ii{d ^ 
without being damaged. i- • ' - ■ • 

On crcss-exaininiition witness stated 
that the Signot's seams woro tiuito open, 
thu caulking had not been properly done 
in the first placo; sho was now perfectly 
seaworthy. 

Mr. R. P. Rithet testified to tho report 
of the surveyors of the barque -'Sigiiet'-' as' 
to her condition just after her arrival and 
at the present time; liad seen much of 
tho captain since tho vessel's arrival; had 
nover seen him under thu influence of 
liquor; had advised ths captain to dis- 
cliarge tho mato as it was useless to keep 
s ich a man on tho ship; had heard that 
the men were stating that the ship hdii 
l)uen aground since being disoh;irged. 

I'o Mr. 1 oU.ird — Gould not say whether 
or not there was a loaf goiio of tho log 
book; the dates woro consecutive; a loaf 
may havo been torn out. 

This closed the case for tl e defence. 

Mr. Jackson believed the whole thing'' 
to be a conapiraoy on the part of a portion^ 
of the crew. Ho thon reviewed the evlr' 
deuce for the prosecution and pointed out 
many discrepancies. 

Mr. Pollard contended that tliero were, 
two th ngs which tho prosecution had'' 
tii.d to prove, namely, that the barque 
wont ashore and that the captain was not 
ii'. a fit condition to man.age tho ve.-sol.

many will hardly bo extended to a purely Government institution. 

Tho Directors have again to u.xpross their thanks to Mosars. Dnnsmuir aid the 
Vancouver Goal Company for donations of coal and to vn,rious charitablo sooietiea and 
individuals who have pfenorously contributed to tho support of tho instttvtion.- >.<.■: 

Tho affairs of the Hospital have been economically managed, as will be sden by 
tho amount of sufTerings rolioved and the Treasurer's account of tho oxponditura. 

In closing this report the Diroolmn rngvet that tho chan;;o introduced by the 
Government will prevent them again ofloriii;^ their services, and from tho applications 
which h.avo been received for a roliirii of subscriptions and .tho.opiiiipns.ezprewed of 
tho change, they fe.ar that tho closing of one of tho most usefol institntionB of the 
I'rovinco will ultimately bo tho result. 

There yet remains to be considered tho question of tho ownership of the pro- 
perty and the terms on which it was devoted to its present use, and how far the pre- 
sent changes will nfTccfc it. On this subject tho Directors are not yvt in » peaitiontd 
give an opinion.
